doubt that she would either be annexed to the 
dominant Power of the Continent, or, at best, 
would bold about tho same relationsbip to 
France as does Belgium or Italy. ‘The insular 
position of Britannia, and hor command 
of tho seas, protected her against tho 
world In arms. But tho battle of Hampton 
Ronds strips her of her strength tike Samson 
shorn of his hair, Tenceforth Francé 1s des- 
tinod to Fule all Europe. Louis Napoleon will 
now carry out {ho unfiniahod role of his uncle, 
and bis fron-plated yosscls, now ready for ac- 
tion, will spoedily enter tho Thames, bombard 
London, ond tamo the pride of the lineal de 
scendnnts of those who chained the mighty 
caglo of Franco upon the lonely rock of St. 
Holenn, where ho gnawed out his own vitals 
Boforo his invasion of Russia he had prepared 
‘an immonse expedition to England; but the de- 
yolopmont of nturming movements on the Con- 
tinent, started by the diplomacy of England to 
divort tho storm from herself, suddenly checkod 
bis purposo.

In order to bo succeséful in so great an cn- 
terpriso, Napolcon dooms it noccesary to bo on 
a friendly footing with tho greatest naval 
Power of tho world—the United States, Hence 
tho visit of Mercier to Richmond. “It has been 
stated recently that Napoleon had suddenly 
changed his policy in referenco to the Ameri- 
can war; that Lo had espoused the side of the 
North, and was about to recall Lis recognition 
of the bolligorent rights of tho South, Now, 
the objeot of the visit of Mercicr is to toll Jeff 
Doyis and his Cabinet that they must subm! 
once; that if thoy do not France will take part 
witbho North, nnd settle tho affair very soon. 
Bat if tho Southern leaders will lay down their 
arms tho Emperor of the French will intorposo 
to save their necks. This reasoning will proba- 
bly bo successful. Napolcon will then say to 
our goyernment:—"Seo what I baye done for 
you—I bave|restored the Union. I will, more: 
orer, sbandon Mexico, and all designs upon 
this‘continent. Yon baye my permission to ap- 
propriate Canada. I want your secret friend- 
ship for my ontorprises in Europe. At least, T 
desire that you will pledge mo that you will 
maintain a strict neutrality.” That, we think, 
ho may fairly “calculate upon; and then, Jet 
England look out. Napoleon fs now master of 
tho situation, and he will be sure to make tke 
best of it. 


Tn this morning’s papor will bo found a full 
report of the Interesting debate which took 
place in the Howse of Commons on the 30th 
ult. in relation to fron-lad vessolé-of-war.

No moro at Guildhall banquets 
or county dinners will tho toast of “Our 
Wooden Walls” wako tho echoes with stento 
rian and self-congratulatory cheers. 

It will’be seen from what passed in Parlin. 
mont that in the coming age of iron English 
Vainglotionsness still Lopes to maintain 
superiority at cea. We will not stop to discuss 
how far this expectation is well founded. To 
time wo may safely leave the solution of the 
question. We would observe, however, tbat 
it is but poor evidence of confidence 
in tho future when the ground on which the 
English Parliament Js urged to the reconstruc- 
tion of its navy by the speakers on this occa- 
slon is apprebended danger from this countrys 
Danger of what? We havo enough to occupy 
us at home, without seeking to carry aggression 
into the torritories of other governmonts, 
Neither are wo so unnatural as to imitate tho 
examplo set us of seeking a protext to cut the 
throats of our own kindred. John Bull need 
not be afrald of us. We prefor feeding him to 
fighting him. 

This fear of us, bowoyer, is merely put on. 
It is not visions of Yankee Merrimacs and Moni- 
tors that disturb tho slumbers of our English 
cousins, ‘They know woll that it is not 
our interest to pick quarrel with 
them. But they are not eo suro of the 
continuance of the same pacific disposition 
onthe part of their imperial neighbor. Tho 
Gallic cock has begun to crow rather loud 
since tho nows of tho sca fight in Hampton 
lt gnd {he nerves of the braggarts who 
bullfod us when our hands were tiga hare 
become painfully sensitive. They bave gud- 
denly awakened to tho éonsciousness of tho fact 

tbat whilst they have been theorizing on iron- 
plated war vessels and batteries France has 
been silently multiplying them. Sho has at 
present about threo times the force of both 
that England, with oll hor boasted resources in 
fron and engineering ekill, can command: 
Wore war to break out between the two 
countries to-morrow, there would bo nothing 
to prevent the French steaming up the Thamos 
and shelling and capturing London. 

This is ond of the first points of the great 
American revolution. Tt has exposed to the 
maritime governments of Europe the weakness 
ond unreliability of thoir resent navies. It 
will soon lay bare, in the ‘same unpleasant 
manner, tho feeblo points of their political 
systems. The ordeal through which de. 
mocrecy is pasting hero will necessarily have 
the effect of purifying and fortifying it abroad, 
Once our domestic troubles aro at an end, the 
political anxieties of foreign “goveraments 
begin. Our first war of indopendonca set 
rolling the ball of rorolution in Europe. The 
English and French journalists and politicians, 
who are continually sneering at “the fruitless 
character’ of our present struggle, will, per- 
‘haps, soon discover that it is not sutirely bar- 
‘Fen of consequences to themsglrem.

Tho Conservative Polley of the Admin- 
istraUon—Imporiant Speeches in Con~ 
eres 
Wo publish to-day two remarkable speeches 

delivered in Congrese—one of them by Mr. 
Bisir, of Missouri, and the other by Judge 
Thomas, of Massachusotta. ‘Tho speech of Mr 
Blair is important;not only on account of the 
sentiments it ntters, but because it Is an ex- 
Position of the policy of Mr. Lincoln and his 
aiministration. The speech of Judgo Thomas 
is admirable for ita constitutional law, sound 
logic and overwhelming ovorthrow of the posi- 
tlons of tho abolitionists. If Wendoll Phillips 
and Charles Suranor are the bane of Massasbu- 
sotts, Judgo Thomas is the antidote. Whilowe 
commend the whole of both speoches to the 
calm and earnest perasal of onr readers, wo 
would advert to two or three points worthy of 
special attention. 

Mr, Blair, who is from a elayebolding Stato, 
and woll informed of tho opinions of all classe 
of the Southern community, declares that It is 
fallaclous to call the insurrection a “slave- 
holdera’ rebellion” If such were the fact, two 
divisions of tho army could have suppressed It 
without digiculty. In fact, the nogroes them- 
selvos could easily put down the two bundred 
and fifty thousand slaveholdors, But the trath 
is, that it is the non-slayeholding whites of tho 
South who aro tho rebels, nad that not from 
any loye of slavery, but from the natural an- 
tagonjsm of tho whito rqco to tho idea of equall- 
tFand amalgamatfon {volved in omancipation— 
tho very eaino sentiment which prompls the 
States of the Northyost to pass laws prohibiting 
the ecttlement of negrocs among their popula- 
(lon. Mr, Blair argues, thoreforo, that it is the 
negro question, and not the slavory question, 
which has produced the robellion. It was the 
fear that Mr. Lincoln would emancipate the 
slaves which led fliem to {ake up arms. Hence 
Mr. Lincoln, in iis revent messago to Congress, 
ondeavors to removo their apprebensions. Ic 
repudiates tho idea of a forced emancipation 
‘and proposes that it shall only be accomplished 
by tho voluntary act of the peoploof the South- 
era States, Congress moroly passing a law to 
assist them In the shapo of compensition. Tho 
policy of the Prosident is to colonize them when 
omancipated; and Mr. Blair suggests Mexico 
nd Central Amorica as the proper region for 
them, not only on account of climate, but be- 
cane tho population of those countries have no 
natural antipathy to the black race, He saya if 
tbe ropublicans had proclaimed this policy of 
Mr. Lincoln we should not haye had the rebel- 
lion, and if it were even now recognized by 
Congress it would save the blood of many of 
our soldiers, and bring bnck peace and good 
will, With great truth he obeerves:—“It was 
not lovo for tho King, but'impatienco ongen 
dered by tho senseless rigor of the Puritans, 
that brought back Charles If. to England. If 
the pro-slavery democracy Is restored to power, 
it will be ‘imilar folly on the part of the 
most extrome opponents of slavery.” Mr. Blair 
goes on to contend that ‘wo. cannot subjogale 
the seceded States without maintaining a yast 
army anil without ebanging the yory form of 
our govorntent.!! He asks: “How long would 
it bo endured by the Norttiorn people that 
a war should bo waged npon tho people of their 
own race at the South to make the blacks their 
equals?” He exposes the nbsurdity of the 
whole business by remarking that whon North- 
ern men go South choir projudice against 
slavery ceases; and the soldiers will be no ex- 
ception to the rulo. On tho contrary, if our 
troops should permanently sottlo in tho South 
the blacks would only change masters, of which 
there are certain symptoms alroady. 

These are sound and sensible views, from 
which we dissent only on one point, and that is 
the colonization plan, There is no necessity 
for it. The labor of tho nogroes is needed in 
the cotton and sugar States. The labor of the 
white man cannot supply it; and it would be 
extreme folly to doprive the country of such 
an immense laboring population. If there 
must be emancipation, let tle State that decrees 
it take charge of the negro: instead of their 
former masters, and Ict vagrant laws, compell- 
img to labor, be onacted, and lot fair rates of 
Woges be established. This would not be bet 
ter for the negroes, but infinitely better for the 
planters, who are now bound to support them 
in old nge and in sickness as well as in health. 
In the event of emancipation some such system 
as this should be adopted as a substitule. To 
give tho blacks the same political privileges 
and franchises as the whites of the South, and 
make them equally free, is an absurdity of 
which nobody dreams but Utopian aboli. 
tionists Like Grocley ind Sumner or Phillipa and 
Garrison. 

Equally important is the speech of Mr. 
‘Thomas on the constitutional question. He 
shows that this is a war for the constitution, 
and not a war to overthrow It. Ho completely 
refutes tho doctrine of Smauer, that the State 
organizations can be destroyed, und that States 
haye forfeited their existence by rebellion ; for 
“there fs nothing in the doctrines of secession 
more disloyal to the constitution and more fa- 
tal to the Union than the doctrine of State sui- 
cide. Itis the gospel of anarchy, the philoso- 
phy of dissolution.” The constitution has a 
door for States to como in, but none for a State 
to go out. An ordinance of secession has no 
legal force, and is wholly void. A State cannot 
commit treason: only persona can cominit it. A 
State cannot bo indicted. “You cannot,”/says 
Burke, “indict a whole people.” The loyal citi- 
zonsiin the Southern Stateg are not enomies, 
and cannot be treated wi such under any gono. 
ral law. A broad distinction ought to bo mude 
between tho leaders and those who havo been 
forced into the rebellion. Tho dutios of ullo- 
glance and protection are roeIprocal. Tho fede 
ral government bas afafica its part, and 
has no right to be foo éxdeting about the part 
which Southern citizons, under such cirenm- 
stances, ought to bayo done. Honco the whole: 
sale sweeping confiscation proposed is not only 
unconstitutional, but manifestly unjust. Such 
is Mr. Thomas’ train of argument. There is 
one sentapce in his speech which deserves to be 
written in letters of gold. It is this —“In seck- 
ing to change the constitution by force of arms 
we become the rebels we are striving to sib- 
due.” Let Greeley and Phillips, Sumner and 
the other leaders of the revolutionary abolition 
faction ot tho North “read, mark, learn and fn- 
wardly digest,” Thoy are rebels of the black 
est type. Lot thom beware of the consequcaces
